CHRISTMAS TREES. 


F ro m T im e Im m e m o rial P art o f th e 
H o lid ay C e leb r atio n . 
From tim e imm emorial a tree has 
been a part of the Christm as celebra­ 
tion. 
It may be seen outside the trad i­ 
tional m angers In the m issals and early 
paintings of the preraphaelite Italian 
school. 
In the tree or near it are seen 
angels in flowing robes singing out of 
a 
scroll 
of 
illum inated 
paper 
the 
“Peace on E arth and Good Will To­ 
ward Men” or “Glory, Glory, H alle­ 
luiah!" 
The correct G erm an C hristm as tree 
alw ays has an angel or a Chrietk fnd on 
the topm ost branch, w ith a tinsel star 
a t the end of a staff, lik e a pantom im e 
fairy, and If the tree belongs to a very 
orthodox fam ily there Is usually a t Its 
foot a sm all toy group representing the 
Saviour’s birth In the stable a t Bethle­ 
hem. 
The lights on the tree are said to be 
of Jew ish origin. 
In the ninth m onth 
of the Jew ish year, corresponding near­ 
ly to our December, and on the tw en­ 
ty-fifth day, the Jew s celebrated the 
feast of dedication of their tem ple. 
It 
had been desecrated on that day by 
Antiocbus. 
It w as dedicated by J u ­ 
das M accabeus, and then, according to 
the Jew ish legend, suflicieut oil w as 
found in the tem ple to last for the 
seven branched candlestick for seven 
days, and it would have tak en seven 
days to prepare new oil. 
Accordingly 
the Jew s w ere wont on the 25th of Kis- 
leu in every house to light a candle, on 
the next day two, and so on till on the 
seventh and last day of the feast seven 
eandl&s tw ink led in every house. 
It is uot easy to fix the exact date of 
the N ativity, but it fell most probably 
on the last day of K isleu, when every 
Jew ish house In Bethlehem and J e ru ­ 
salem w as tw ink ling with lights. 
It is 
worthy of notice that the Germ an nam e 
for i hristm as Is W eihnacht (the night 
of dedication), as though it were asso­ 
ciated w ith this feast. 
The G reek s al­ 
so call C hristm as the feast of lights, 
and, indeed, this w as also the nam e ] 
given to the dedication festival, <’ba-j 
nuk a, by the Jew s.—New York Mail I 
and E xpress 


ing the k indness of a friend by sending 
him a picture illustrative of the festive 
season—a cheerful fam ily group sur­ 
rounded by*the fam iliar C hristm as ac­ 
cessories. 
The distant friend was delighted, 
showed it to other friends, and Mr. 
Dobson w as encouraged the following 
year to secure the aid of the local 
lithographer. 
Then cam e im itators one 
after another until ten years later the 
business m an stepped in to m ak e mon­ 
ey out of w hat was originally a work j 
of love.

welco me. Vario us g ames were played, 
after which refreshmen ts were served 
I t is n eedless to state th a t everyo n e 
had a ro yal g o o d time an d wen t ho me 
feelin g better fo r the g o o d laug h they 
had en jo yed. 
Aside fro m the pleas 
an t even in g spen t the sum o f abo ut 
eig ht do llars was realized.

Raynard dissents fro m iU*>t’s state 
rneut that rejectio n o f 
the pending 
treaty by tin* senate will no t end Cu­ 
ban co ntro l o v er the island, aiul as­ 
serts that it wo uld remain 
United 
States territo ry. 
He says the petitio n­ 
ers believ e that when an o ppo rtunity is 
giv en to demo nstrate the co rrectness 
o f their po sitio n at Washingto n "Presi­ 
dent Ro o sev elt will enfo rce the law re­ 
lating to the o wnership o f the Isle o f 
Pines as faithfully as he enfo rces the 
laws giv ing pro tectio n against o ther 
fo rms o f ro bbery.” 
The letter asserts that no depart­ 
ment o f the United States go v ernment 
except the state departm ent ev er rec- 
o gnised Cuba's claim to the isle o f 
Flues, and that it was o nly do ne by 
that departm ent when it was co nfro nt­ 
ed with the alternativ e o f co rrecting 
a wro ng o r co ndo ning o r co ncealing it. 
In co nclusio n Raynard pro fesses asto n­ 
ishment that the secretary o f state is 
siding against “tho se who are defend­ 
ing their lawfully acquired interests 
in American territo ry” and deeply re­ 
grets that “fo r the first time an Ameri­ 
can secretary o f state is anxio us to 
abando n American territo ry and Amer­ 
ican citizens to an alien and lawless 
go v ernment fo r no co nsideratio n, and 
fo r mo tiv es which lie seems unwilling 
to disclo se.” 
President Raynard, in a letter to the, 
Asso ciated Press, says: “The last m til 
fro m the United States bro ught addi­ 
tio nal guarantees o f $40,000 in cash, 
and o f men and all the ammunitio n 
needed to defend o ur rights and upho ld 
the American flag in this isle. 
This 
makes o v er 
$200,000 in cash, 6,000 
men, and all the munitio ns needed, 
sho uld we elect to use fo rce In main­ 
taining the rights o f Americans 
o n 
American territo ry.”
